(i° De 1'attitude des Puissances etrangeres envers le Pouvoir 
Sovietiste ; 2 De V attitude a prendre vis-a-vis des accords 
commerciaux qu'on s'apprete a conclure avec le Pouvoir 
Sovietiste (bloeus) et 3° De la force juridique des accords rela- 
tifs aux traites de concession passes avant le retablissement en 
Russie d'un gouvernenient legal.) 



Apres avoir examine la situation international^ de la Rus- 
sie, la Conference des membres de T Assembler Constituante 
declare : 

i° La revolution liberatrice du mois de mars ayant ete 
accomplice, la Russie. ne reconnaitra aucune tyrannie comme

i — RESOLUTIONS VOTED BY THE CONFERENCE

i, The attitude of the Foreign Powers Towards the Soviet 
PoAver. 2. The attitude towards eventual trade relations with 
the Soviet.

Having discussed the international situation of Russia the 
Conference resolved : 

1. The Revolution of March 191 7 having achieved the 
liberation of Russia, she will never recognise any despotism 
as a legally constituted power, and the more so no Bolshevist 
tyranny which repudiates the elementary principles of the 
people's sovereignty and of civic liberty. The Bolshevik 
poAver maintains itself solely by brutal force, bayonets and 
ruthless terror, Avhile deliberately destroying the national 
wealth and striving to set up an economic system based 
upon forced labour of the peasants and Avorkinen, By inces- 
sant risings, the Russian people haAe given definite proof of 
their hostility towards the present regime. Only such a Gov- 
ernment may be considered as a constitutional powei and 
recognised by Foreign PoAvers — with all the consequences 
which this recognition would entail — as is recognised by 
the entire Russian nation. 

2. The peoples of free Russia cannot recognise the validity 
and binding force of any treaties or agreements "which the 
Bolsheviks may endeavour to conclude in the name of the 
would-be Russian State. It will be therefore the primary 
duty of the reconstructed constitutional Russian State poAver, 
resting on uniA^ersal recognition, to declare nidi and void all 
international treaties and agreements concluded by the Bol- 
sheviks. All commercial treaties will have to be revised from 
the point of view 'of their conformity with the vital 
interest of Russia, the freedom of her economic development 
and her soA^ereignty. 

A special International Conference to be called after the 
restoration in Russia of a Government enjoying popular 
recognition aa ill have to settle the methods of repayment by 
Russia of the debts to Foreign Poaa ers contracted before 
November 7-th (October 20-th old style) in 17. as aacII as the 
total of Russia's losses during the Avar, the means of compen- 
sating Russia for these losses, in a Avord. the entire question 
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of mutual financial obligations between Russia and Foreign 
Powers. 

3. All artificial obstacles should be removed which pre- 
vent the resumption of economic intercourse between Russia 
and the outer world. The blockade, in whatever shape it may 
now exist, should be lifted, as the blockade used as a method 
of struggle against Governments, affects mainly the popula- 
tion which is not responsible for the misdeeds of the Govern- 
ment. It is only when the blockade is lifted that the masses 
of the people will realise wherein lies the real cause of their 
unbearable and superhuman sufferings. For it is not so much 
the blockade which had practically isolated Russia three years 
before the Bolshevik coup d'etat as the entire economic policy 
of the latter that has caused the complete ruin of the indus- 
trial life of a great nation. 

The Members of the Conference deem it their dirty to 
utter a warning against a grave peril : at the moment of the 
re-establishment of economic intercourse between Russia and 
the rest of the world, the Bolsheviks being anxious to postpone 
the inevitable day of their collapse, attempts may be made 
from abroad to make use of the Bolshevik power with a view 
to enslaving Russia politically and economically. Every such 
attempt at taking advantage of the renewal of economic inter- 
course for enslaving Russia economically or politically, by 
giving artificial support to the Bolshevik power as a native 
police force for the protection of foreign capital, would be 
strongly resisted. 

\. In view of the above considerations the Conference 
declares null and void the concessions granted by the Soviet 
power to foreigners, for this means of attracting foreign 
capital emanates from a power which is not recognised by the 
people, and concessions are granted, moreover, on condi- 
tions which constitute a dilapidation of the Russian national 
patrimony, a violation of the interests and rights of individual 
citizens and an offense to their civic and national sentiments. 

The squandering by the Bolshevik authorities of the* 
Russian national gold reserve — the very foundation of Rus- 
sia's currency and finance — is likewise nothing else than the 
dilapidation of the country's inheritance. Should this gold 
reserve be exhausted — it would become practically impos- 
sible to rapidly restore the economic life of Russia. The Con- 
ference emphatically protests against foreign complicity in 
such dilapidation.

The attitude towards the detachment by Foreign Powers of 
various component parts of the territory of the Russian State. 



The Conference emphatically protests against all occupa- 
tion or seizure of portions of Russian territory by foreign 
powers. While expressing particular satisfaction at the loyal 
attitude of the United States towards Russia, the Conference 
declares that all treaties and agreements which confirm, 
without the knowledge and consent of the Russian State, the 
international character of such treaties and agreements, will 
have to be annulled and cannot be considered valid. 

The Conference repudiates the policy of foreign interven- 
tion, universally acknowledged as inacceptable and inappro- 
priate. The Conference warns against any attempts at rever- 
ting to such a policy and, in particular, categorically demands 
that an end be put to intervention in the Far East, this inter- 
vention being at present aggravated by undisgused occupa- 
tion of Russian territory. 
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TEXT OF THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE 
CONFERENCE WITH REFERENCE TO QUESTION 5 a 

The attitude towards - the newly formed border States. 



With regard to the newly formed States the Confe- 
rence of Members of the Constituent Assembly deems it neces- 
sary to declare : 

I. Russian democratic parties have always recognised the 
justice of the claim of the different nationalities within the 
Russian State to freedom of self determination. The Consti- 
tuent Assembly on January 5-th 191 8 has proclaimed the 
principle of federal Government for Russia. This desire for 
self-determination on the part of the nationalities of Russia 
has, owing to the tragic circumstances of the recent past, 
expressed itself in the form of a demand for the complete 
secession of the border States and for complete severance of 
all ties with Russia. Such a demand was prompted by the 
desire to -obtain a safeguard against the despotic power and 
the destructive policy of the Bolshevik usurpers. 

II. As long as the regime of Bolshevik dictatorship pre- 
vails in Russia — the natural gravitation of the border 
States towards Russia cannot be properly expressed, nor 
can it be constitutionally defined. To render, permanent the 
moral and political rupture betAveen the border States and 
Russia would be tantamount to « balkanising » Russia — a 
policy equally detrimental to all parties concerned. Such a 
policy would also provoke conflicts wTiich would be exploited 
in the interest of foreign Imperialistic policy. 

III. Russian democracy does not fail to take into account 
the existence of new States created by the exertions of border 
nationalities, as well as their desire to safeguard their inde- 
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peridenoe inasmuch as this independence is expressed in repre- 
sentative institutions based upon universal suffrage. At the 
same time Russian democracy holds the view that as soon 
as the Bolshevik dictatorship in Russia comes to an end and 
real sovereignty is acquired by the people, — the true soli- 
darity of political, social and economic interests will become 
apparent which demands that an economic and political rap- 
proachment be established, in the interests of both parties 
nay, as a necessity. 

IV. Federal Union appears to be the most convenient 
form of .such a rapproachment, as it is in harmony not only 
with the general tendencies of historical development, but 
also with the cultural interests of mankind. 

V. Russian democracy favours the reconstruction of Rus- 
sia on a Federal basis, but it does not aim at imposing upon 
anyone whatsoever by armed force this or the other system 
of political union. A mutual agreement on the basis of equa- 
lity and freedom for contracting parties appears therefore to 
be the only possible course of action. 
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The Conference declares that within the Russian Federal 
Commonwealth every nationality — albeit a minority within 
the borders of a given part of the Federation — is entitled to 
national and cultural autonomy. 

There can be, in the Russian Federation, no restrictions 
of political or civic rights on account of origin, race, natio- 
nality, language or religion. There can likewise be no res- 
trictions in respect of the choice of occupation or admission 
to public or Government service. 

Each nationality should be entitled to use its native tongue 
in schools, law-courts, the press and public meetings. 

Each nationality should be entitled to create, on the basis 
of self -Government, educational, cultural, benevolent and reli- 
gious institutions. Every national minority should be 
entitled to spend a portion of the general State budget edu- 
cational funds proportionate with the numerical strength of 
the minority, on its cultural and educational needs, as well 
as to impose a special tax upon its nationals for that purpose. 

The rights of political freedom guaranteed to the citizens 
of the Russian State by the Ail-Russian Constitution cannot 
be subject to restrictions on the part of the institutions of 
national minorities. 

Each nationality constituting a majority in a given region 
within the Russian Federation should be entitled to form an 
autonomous State entity as part of the Federation on condi- 
tions and in accordance Avith the system to be defined in the 
Federal Constitution.

The Conference is fully aware of the complexity of the 
problems defined in p.p. 6, 7 & 8, and of the impossibility of 
an exhaustive examination of these problems in the course of 
the present session of the Conference. At the same time, the 
Conference considers it essential that a practical solution of 
these problems be arrived at in the interest (nay, for the 
preservation of their lives) of many hundreds of thousands of 
Russian citizens. The question must be solved not only 
from the point of view of charity, but chiefly from the point 
of view of the economic welfare of Russia, on an international 
scale. The Conference therefore deems it necessary to 
appoint a special body for the purpose of conducting an 
exhaustive investigation of the legal and economic aspects of 
the problem, as well as of putting into practice such measures 
as would be considered imperative for the protection of the 
rights of Russian citizens as suaranted bv International Law r , 
and of devising the means of preventing infringements upon 
and restrictions of, the rights of Russians interred, former 
prisoners of war and refugees, This body will also investigate 
the amount of Russian national property abroad with a view 
to preventing its expenditure and sauandering. 
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VI. — TEXT OF THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE 
CONFERENCE WITH REFERENCE TO QUESTION 9. 

The methods of putting into practice the resolutions 
adopted by the Conference. 

The Conference having undertaken to examine the 
methods of protecting the international interest of Russia, has 
arrived at unanimous decisions in the domain of the inter- 
national policy of Russia as well as on the subject of the new 
States formed on Russian territory. Simultaneously the Con- 
ference has deemed it imperative to raise the question of the 
fate of the Russian refugees", of the protection of the rights 
of Russian citizens abroad, of the interned and former priso- 
ners of war, and of the Russian national property abroad. - 

The Conference is of the opinion that in order to carry 
out the tasks outlined above, a permanent Russian represen- 
tation abroad is necessary. Pending, however, the definite 
formation of such a representative organ, the details of this 
formation should be carefully elaborated. The Conference 
therefore entrusts, for the time being, a special Commission 
with the task of carrying out its decisions and its objects, this 
special Commission to present to the next session of the Con- 
ference of Members of the Constituent Assembly all necessary 
data respecting the creation of a representative permanent 
organ for the protection of Russian interests abroad. 
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THE RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE CON-

The Conference deems it its moral duty to afford mate- 
rial, cultural and educational assistance and to find work for 
all categories of Russian citizens who have been driven abroad 
by the tidal wave of the recent happenings in Russia. The 
Conference is of the opinion that the complex and responsible 
task of ' organising such assistance and of finding the neces- 
sary funds should be undertaken by social organisations enjoy- 
ing full confidence in this branch of work, in Russia as well 
as abroad. 



U) Bodies composed of independent Russian citizens as dis- 
tinct from institutions of the late Government. 
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THE CONFERENCE HAS VOTED THE FOLLOWING APPEAL 
ON BEHALF OF RUSSIAN REFUGEES 



A million and a half of Russian citizens, victims of the 
world catastrophe and of civil war have left their native land 
in order to escape moral torture and senseless executions. 
They seek refuge and asylum, but do not always find relief 
from the suffering endured. Occasionally, they meet with 
coldness and animosity. Entire masses of the people have 
gone into exile, as well as a part of the Russian intellectual 
class, many of whom represent the creative power of Russian 
culture and statehood and the hope for regeneration 
of these forces. Those who have gone abroad are not indivi- 
dual failures driven by fate — but a portion of- the Russian 
people, desirous of recuperating their strength on foreign soil, 
of preserving the cultural inheritance of Russia till the day 
of the country's resurrection, it behoves civilised humanity, 
not merely for the sake of personal sympathy with the suffe- 
rer , but out of sheer political wisdom to offer these exiles 
moral support atnd to contribute to their welfare. No State or 
nation conscious of the part which regenerated Russia is 
bound to play in the shaping of the future destinies of man- 
kind, can ignore this duty. We, the, elected of the Russian 
people, appeal to the Governments and nations of the world. 
All those who would that Russia be restored on a new foun- 
dation, all those who value the contribution of the Russian 
people to the common treasure of civilisation, all those who 
wish this treasure to increase — remember the Russian refu- 
gees, organise help, adopt Government measures, relieve the 
sufferings of their exile. 

The Russian people will not forget such action. ^^ 
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
